Add beans, 8 cups of chicken broth and 1 ham hock (optional). Bring 
to boil then simmer hard for 1 - 11/2 hours. Add 2 TBL. of tomato 
Paste, 1 tsp. cumin, chopped jalapeno or green chilies to taste, salt & 
pepper to taste. Puree slightly (you canusea hand mixer or put about 
4 cups ina blender). Add 8 oz. of smoked sausage (optional). Heat 
until sausage is heated through.

A terrible injustice in sports 
has finally been corrected. The 
legendary Jim Thorpe, consid- 
ered by many as the greatest ath- 
lete of all time, will finally have 
his gold medals he earned in the 
1912 Olympics, where he won 
the decathlon and pentathlon, 
while competing in fifteen track 
and field events. 

At the time he was awarded the 
medals, the king of Sweden at the 
time remarked, “You, sir, are the 
world’s greatest athlete.” 

That was 70 years ago, but toa 
majority of Americans he has 
remained just that all these years. 
If one visited Thorpe’s tomb to- 
day at Jim Thorpe, Pennsylvania,

Program targets infant 
delayed development 


A progressive partnership be- 
tween the Sandoz Pharmaceuti-

he was not an amateur due to the 


fact that he had played profes- 
sional baseball in the summer of 
1911. Thorpe retumed the med- 
als tothe IOC, which turned them 
over to men from Sweden and 
Norway, who had been second to 
Thorpe. 

It might be added that these 
men would not accept the medals 
and sent them back and they pres- 
ently are on display in a special 
trophy case at the IOC’s head- 
quarters. 

Thorpe died of cancer in 1953 
at age 65, a broken man, a pau- 
per, and ravaged by many years 
of heavy drinking. 

I had an opportunity to meet 
with Thorpe after World War IT, 
while he was awaiting his speak- 
ing engagement in the chapel at 
Alma College.

I remember the man well, for 
he was a broken man, but not 
once in our conversation did I 
hear him mention the fact that the 
IOC had taken away his trea- 
sured medals. 

He spoke confidently at the time 
of his ability as an athlete. He 
added that the Good Lord had 
blessed him with his athletic abil- 
ity and that he considered him- 
self fortunate to have been at the 
right places at the right time. This 
was the man who starred for the 
Carlisle Indian School football 
team in victories over such foot- 
ball powers at the time as Army 
and Harvard. 

His body rests in Jim Thorpe, 
Pa. Two Pennsylvania towns 
changed their names to Jim 
Thorpe so that his third wife 
would allow them to be the bury-

ing place for the great athlete. 
Those towns were once known 
as Mauch Chunk and East Mauch 
Chunk. 

It is ironic that Thorpe never 
set foot in either of the towns, 
though he did gain much of his 
fame as a Pennsylvanian. 

The seven Thorpe children are 
pursuing their goal of having their 
father’s body returned for burial 
on the reservation in Oklahoma 
where he grew up. Many Indians 
to this day believe that a dead 
person can not rest in peace until 
they are returned to the place of 
their birth. 

Thorpe was the “World’s 
Greatest Athlete” to the young- 
sters of my day and nothing has 
happened to change my mind and 
Tam sure that there are many who 
feel as I do.

Auto air bags can harm children... 


In a recent announcement, the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention issued a warming 
about the risks of automobile air 
bags to children. 

These devices have saved an 
estimated 900 lives since the late 
1980s, but special precautions are 
needed to safely transport child 
passengers in vehicles equipped 
with air bags. 

The reason for this concern, 
notes the CDC, are reports of 
eight deaths of child passengers 
involving air-bag deployment 
during low-speed crashes — a set- 
ting in which the children should 
otherwise have survived. 

These deaths occurred under 
two circumstances ~ children 
riding in the front seat who were 
not buckled in and infants who

¥* Before you pick up a shovel 
and walk out the door, bundle up 
properly. 

It’s important to wear several 
layers of clothing instead of one 
heavy layer, so the layers can be 
removed as the body heats with 
exertion.

%* Protect your ears and hands 
in the cold weather, because they 
are susceptible to frostbite. 


were buckled into rear-facing 
safety seats. 

In the first situation, the Na- 
tional Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration is investigating 
incidents in which children, ages 
4 to 9 years, sustained fatal head 
and neck injuries caused by in- 
flating air bags. The bags, which 
inflate at more than 100 miles per 
hour, are believed to have injured 
the children when the driver 
slammed on the brakes and the 
children slipped forward off the 
front seat. 

Of critical importance is the 
fact that none of the children were 
wearing a seat belt. Technologic 
improvements in air bags might 
reduce the problem in the future, 
consumer awareness and com- 
pliance are the only solutions at 


* People with coronary heart 
disease often suffer attacks of 
chest pain called angina pectoris 
when they are outside in a snow- 
storm. Some studies suggest that 
cold weather itself may increase 
a person’s risk of heart attack, 
especially during physical exer- 
tion. 

* Another danger of cold 
weather is hypothermia. Hypo- 
thermia is a drop in body tem- 
perature to a subnormal level. It 
occurs when a person’s body can- 
not produce enough energy to 


the present time. 

Besides riding unrestrained, 
children in rear-facing child re- 
straints are also at risk, because 
in a crash the back of the seat 
(which faces the dashboard) could 
be struck by the rapidly inflating 
air bag, leading to potentially 
serious injury. 

Forward-facing seats are less 
likely to be affected in this way 
because of their greater distance 
from the air bag. However, the 
CDC notes because these seats 
usually place the child at least 
several inches closer to the dash- 
board than adults in the standard 
seating position, the safest prac- 
tice is to place all child safety 
seats in the back seat of the ve- 
hicle.

The deaths of the children in 
these reports are disturbing be- 
cause the crashes occurred at low 
enough speeds that the children 
might have survived had they not 
been hit by air bags. On the other 
hand, some were not wearing any 
kind of restraint while riding in 
the front seat, and had they been 
restrained it is presumed they 
would have survived. 

The reports of infants who died 
in child safety seats are disturb- 
ing because these occurred in situ- 
ations where parents believed 
they were doing the right thing.
